1. Short Title 

These regulations may be called ‘Handloom Cotton Towels/ 
Napkins Inspection Regulations, 1978. 

2. Definitions 

(a) ‘Committee’ means the Textile Committee; 

(b) ‘Lot 1 means the quantity of the material purporting 
to be of the one definite type and quality; 

(c) ‘Major flaw’ means — 

(i) more than two (breads missing either In Warp 
or weft way of the piece, extending over 9" in 
length; 

(ii) prominent pulled-in selvedge defect; 

(iii) prominently noticeable warp or weft float in 
the body of the piece; 

(iv) prominently noticeable oil or other stains in the 
piece; 

(v) prominently noticeable oily weft in the pieces; 

(vi) conspicuous broken pattern; 

(vii) defective heading; 

(viii) conspicuous gout due to foreign matter usually 
lint or waste woven into the material; 

(ix) prominent pile-less spot and prominent uneven 
or loose pile; 

(x) noticeable hole, cut or tear upto l" in size in 
the body of the material; 

(xi) defective hemming extending over 2" in length; 

(xii) prominently noticeable weaving/printing/dyeing 
defect, and 

(xiii) any other defect which will significantly mar 
the appearance of (he unit; 

Id) ‘material’ means handwoven cotton towels, marking 
etc. like those including the ones where yams other 
than those made out of cotton are used as extra 
warp or weft etc., but excluding such items meant, 
for dusting and wiping purposes. However, tea / 
kitchen towels/napkins shall not he exempted. 

(e) ‘minor flaw’ means flaws of minor nature, similar in 
nature to major flaws owing to fabric and fabrication 
defects of lesser magnitude than that of major flaws 
but not insignificant.

(i) undressed snails noticeable throughout the 
piece;

3. Offeilnfi of the Material far Inspection 

(a) The manufacturers/exporters shall he responsible for 
carrying out inspection of the material prior to 
offering the same .so as to eliminate any material 
which is not up to the required standard and to 
rectify the rectifiable defects such as loose threads, 
removable stains etc. 

(b) The material shall be offered for inspection in loose 
condition if the total quantity offered is required to 
be packed in two finished packages and in other 
cases in packed condition, in lots containing not 
more than 50 finished packages f bales /cases and the 
like). The material so offered shall be in a Well- 
lighted shed with all facilities for carrying out ins- 
pection in an efficient manner, 

(c) The manufacturer/exporter shall apply for inspection 
in the prescribed proforma, 

4, Inspection Criteria 

Inspection shall be for the following ; — 

(a) Flaws : — 

(i) serious flaws 

(ii) major flaws 

(iii) minor flaws 

(b) Specifications : — 

(i) Dimensions : — Inspection shall be carried out 
according to the dimensions mentioned in the 
contract. In the event of the contract not 
spcciiying dimensions, the same shall be. accord- 
ing to the invoice. If the material has been 
marked with dimension the same should corres- 
pond to the dimensions mentioned in the con- 
tract/invoice. 

(ii) Counts of warp and weft, ends and picks/inch 
and weight : — Inspection shall be carried out 
according to the stipulation in the contract or 
of the sample approved by the foreign buyer 
for these characteristics, and if the contract is 
silent, according to the declaration by the party. 

(iii) Colour fastness to washing : — Fastness to 
washing shall be carried out as per W.W. test, 
No. 3 or equivalent. 

(iv) Other specifications :~Thcy shall be according 
to the conti act including standards for flaws, if 
any, stipulated, provided they are more stringent 
than the minimum standards laid down in these 
regulations and made known at the time of 
appl'eation for inspection. 

3. Sampling for Inspection 

(n) In case of finished packages, 10% of the finished 
packages (bales, cases etc.) subject to a minimum 
of two shall be selected on a representative random 
basis to coyer as many colours/designs/matchings 
etc. as possible. The contents of the packages so 
opened shall be examined for general appearance.

(b) In case the material is offered in loose condition, 
and in case of packed condition, from all the pack- 
ages so opened, 50 units shall bo selected on a 
representative random basis for inspection for 
weight and presence of flaws. Five out of these 
units shall be selected on a representative random 
basis to cover as many colours/designs /matchings 
as possible and shall be examined also for construc- 
tional particulars, i.e. ends and picks per inch and 
dimensions i.e. length and width. 

6, Drawing of Samples for Tests 

One sample of one unit for every 500 units or part thereof 
subject to a maximum of 3 units per lot, shall be drawn for 
comprehensive tests. The samples so drawn should cover as 
many colours as possible used in the different matchings. 

7, Rejection Criteria 

The lot shall he rejected for any of the following reasons ; — 

(a) if the number of major flaws exceeds 4 in the case 
of units of area of 1 sq. metre or below Hnd 7 in the 
case of area of units above 1 sq. metre; 

(b) if the sample selected for detailed inspection contains 
more than one serious flaw; 

(c) if the average of the findings of the sample selected 
and examined for counts, constructions, dimensional 
particulars and weight arc not acceptable for any 
characteristic; 

(d) if the sample drawn and tested for fastness to wash- 
ing arc unacceptable; 

(e) if the findings for any other characteristics stipulated 
in the contract are unacceptable as per the terms of 
the contract; 

(f) if too many minor flaws are noticed in the sample 
inspected so ns to render the material poor or 
shoddy in appearance. 

8, Procedure for Appeal 

In the case of rejection by the Inspector, if the concerned 
parties arc not satisfied with the inspection findings, they shall 
have the right of appeal. In such cases, they may appeal to 
the immediate superior officer who shall reinspect the material 
and give his verdict regarding the acceptability or otherwise 
of the lot in question. If the lot is again rejected and if the 
parties still feel aggrieved, they may appeal to higher autho- 
rities. 


9. Permissible Tolerance 

When determining whether the material conform to the 
construction and other particulars stipulated in the contract

ANNUAL ACCOUNTS 


1 Annual Accounts and Balance Sheet for 1974-75 

Section 29(i) of the North-Eastern Hill University 
Act provides that the Univrsily shall prepare Annual 
Accounts and a Balance Sheet. The University 
has, however, compiled a Receipts and Payments 
accounts and a Statement of Assets and Liabilities! 

It was pointed out to the University that the pre- 
paration of a Balance Sheet necessitated the prepara- 
tion of an Income and Expenditure Account on aecruaj 
basis. The University stated (November, 1976) 
that it being a Non-Trading Institution, it was not 
considered necessary to prepoie an Income and 
Expenditure Account and Balance Sheet. 

2 Realisation of Fees 

Rupees 4 *93 Ialchs realised as fees from the stu- 
dents were accounted for in the Receipt and Payments 
Accounts for the year 1974-75. The University did 
not, however, maintain a proper record indicating 
amount due, amount received from time to time, 
balance etc. Besides, it did not issue any printed 
receipt with a counterfoil with the result that it could 
not be ensured that all claims were preferred and all 
realisations were duly . accounted. 

However, from a register of realisation of fees 
maintained by the University, it was noticed that 
fees amounting to Rs. 55,625 realised during 1 974- 
75 (dates of realisation w e rc not available) weic not 
entered in the Gash Book on the dates of realisation 
but were accounted for on 14th April, 1975 (Rs. 55,430) 
and on 5th May, 1976 (Rs. 195). 

The University stated (January, 1978) that at 
the initial stage, due to administrative reasons, various 
fees werc collected by a skeleton staff having little 
experience and that as a result some irregularities might 
have been committed. 

3 Unadjusted Amount 

The University remitted a sum of Rs. 0 ‘95 lakh 
during 1974-75 to a Bank in Delhi for maintenance 
of an Account of the University with a viewto defraying 
the meeting expenses of the University at Delhi, A 
sumofRs. 0-50 lakh was withdrawn during October, 
1974 to January, 1975 front the Account but the 


expenditure not adjusted in accounts and the entire 
amount of Rs. 0 -95 lakh was shown under ‘Unadjust- 
ed Remittance Account’ in the Statement of Assets 
and Liabilities for 1974-75, 

4 Stock Registers and Stock Verification 

The University incurred an expenditure of Rs. 

4 -22 lakhs and Rs, 8 -77 lakhs on purchase of furni- 
ture and equipment during the year; however, the stock 
registers for furniture and equipment had entries for 
purchase worth Rs. 3 -42 lakhs and Rs, 1 -22 lakhs 
respectively only. Besides, no physical verification of 
furniture, equipment, etc. had been conducted so far 
(January 1978) The University stated (January 1978) 
that action was being taken to undertake stock tak- 
ing of different assets purchased. 

5 Purchase of Stores, Furniture, Euipment, etc. 

Purchase of stores and other articles such as 
furniture, equipment etc., were being sanctioned by 
the Vice-Chancellor and Officers-on-Specia] Duty but 
no limit for exercising financial powers by the res- 
pective officers had been prescribed by the Executive 
Council. Further during 1974-75, furniture and 
equipment costing Rs. 12 *99 lakhs were purchased by 
the University without inviting tenders. The basis 
on which requirement of furniture and euipment was 
assessed was also not on record. The purchases 
included wooden furniture costing Rs, 2 46 lakhs and 
steel furniture costing Rs, 2 -05 lakhs supplied by 
two local firms during 1974-75. 

The University stated (January 1978) that as the 
articles had to be obtained within a short time, it 
had not been possible to follow normal procedure for 
making the purchases, 

6 Avoidable Expenditure 

The University incurred during 1974-75 an ex- 
penditure of Rs. 0 -12 lakhs for payment of sales tax 
for purchase of two Jeeps one Trailer and office 
Equipment. The University was, however, entitled to 
exemption from payment of the sales tax by claiming 
the same in the prescribed form. As this was not 
done, it resulted in an avoidable expenditure cfRs. 
0 -12 lakh.

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7 Unadjusted Advances 

During test check of the Gash Book it was noticed 
(July, 1977) that advances totalling Rs. 1 -58 lakhs 
were paid during 1974-75 by the University to its 
officers and other institutions to meet travel expenses 
and contingent charges. These advances have not 
been adjusted for want of final bills front the officers, 
etc. to whom these were paid (January 1978).
